paid m France or Belgium. 
The wages

In France, a more

is found. The people are extremely eco­ 
nomical and businers is not so depressed as 
in other European countries.

They 
were attacked with sudden illness Sunday 
uight, and, In the opinion of the attending 
physicians, their disease is yellow fever.

A middle-aged lady, who resides near 
Wellers, Pa., wf* afflicted by that terrible 
disease, scrofula, tho scat of the disorder 
being in her he ld. She suffered terrible 
agony from the pressure of the [diseased 
cranium upon the brain, and her physic­ 
ian d sided that the only means of relief 
was the removal of the top of her skull. 
He never attempt I the operation, how­ 
ever, fearing she might die from the ef­ 
fects. The woman continued to suffer, 
and her son, who was afflicted with tho 
ame disease, determined to take the risk 
and peform the operation. He wa* con­ 
siderable of a n r shame d genius, and he 
soon construct'd a fine ciw for the pur­ 
pose, the material u*ed being wire from an 
oil hoopskirt. After he had finished the 
instrument, although he had no surgical 
knowledge, he began 
the operation of 
sawisg through the skull at a point 
about two inch' I 
below the summit of 
the cranium. 
Atter working some time at the opera­ 
tion the yonng man was taken ill and died. 
Atter his death the lady’s daughter, a 
young g<rl of nineteen or twenty, decided 
to continuo the work, and did so, Bocce ling 
lo removing the top of her mother’s head, 
relieving the terrible pain, and probably 
saving her life. She was occupied several 
days in the operation, which was a delicate 
and dangerous one, ordinarily only to be 
preformed by the most ‘skilful surgeons. 
It the improvise I 
instrument had been 
driven too deep and penetrated the delicate 
covering of the brain, instant death woald 
have revolted, and that some accident of 
the sort did not occur 19 one of the .'most 
astonishing facts ab jot the matter.* She 
undertook the operation as a desperate re­ 
sort, and the exercise of nerve which sus­ 
tained her wrs wonderful. Once, while 
working she fainted, and frequently she 
would throw down the saw, declaring she 
could go no ^further. Her mother whose 
enormous will power was not I' * wonder­ 
ful, always urged her to proceed, saying, 
“It I can stand it, you can do the same, as 
ft is the only way of saving my life.” No 
aeiesthetic we* used, and the afflicted 
woman carefully watched and direct' I the 
operation. 
As stated instantaneous relief followed 
the removal of the disec led bone, although 
the disei ie we* not eradicated. The re­ 
moved bone was replac I by a silken cap, 
carefully fitted. The operation was per­ 
formed oyer six months ago, and the lady 
was, at last accounts, alive and cheerful, 
though of course, confined to a limited 
sphere of action. She took a very phil­ 
osophical view of the affair, and seems 
grateful that relief was afforded although 
she will remain an invalid for life.

terests of the children ol Mrs. Sprague in 
some real estate in th 5* city over which 
Governor Sprague has no control. This 
misunderstanding ha9 long been notorious 
here, though little attention has been 
drawn to it, us Senator Conkling is a u n a of 
retired habits, and ex-Governor Sprague has 
been 
seldom 
at the capital. 
Senator 
Conkliug 
last 
winter 
undertook 
es a lawyer, to free Edgewood, Chief Jus 
H ee Chase’s residence, apout a mile out ot 
the city, Irom taxes and interest that had 
r ^cumulated' 
in 
consequence 
of 
default 
in 
their 
payment. 
The 
estate, it is understood, belong* principally 
to Mrs. Sprague’s children. Mrs. Sprague 
bad the management ol it, and lived on it 
with the children, and apart from her hus­ 
band, who has lived in Rh )de Island at­ 
tending to bus.ne i imposed upon him by 
his reveres oi fortune.

of. When Colonel Isaac Wayne came here 
to remove the bones 
Chester county, in 
1309, the spot could not be lound for some 
time, but it was at last pointed out by two 
boys. The body was taken up, but as the 
flesh remained in a remarkable Hate of 
preservation tho process of boiling and 
scraping it from the bones was resorted to, 
after which the bones were packed in a 
box which was fastened upon a gig, when 
Colonel Wayne started through the wilder 
ness to his home in Philadelphia. The 
residue of the deceased warrior’s body 
(flesh, muscles, etc.,) was placed in the 
coffin, and with the knives used in tcrap 
ing, was reinterred in tho old vault at the 
foot of the flag staff, and thus it is that 
General Wayne may be said to have two 
graves. 
In the winter of 1813-’14, after Buffalo 
was burned by the British, the military 
authorities deeming the old block houses 
unsafe for protection to the harbor, had a 
new one erected on the hill west of the old 
ones, and another on the peninsula, both 
of which were afterwards burned. 
The 
last remnant of the old buildings erected 
by Captain Bissell disappeared about 1330, 
and the block house on the hill in October, 
1853. 
As the time advanced and the buildings 
fell in decay and rum, the resting place of 
the fleshy part of Anthony Wayne w<s 
again lost sight of, the oldest inhabitant, a1* 
though professing a knowledge ot 
the 
whereabouts of the grave, could not point 
out the spot; each man having an opinion 
of his own abd no two persons agreeing as 
to the exact locality. Thus matters stood 
until the centennial year, when (the writer 
belug usually mild) Mr. Lawrence Myer, 
the keeper of the city hospital on Garrison 
Hill, in prospecting for relics, came upon 
the long neglected and grass-grown burial 
place in this wise: On the 7th of January, 
1875, in making 
a slight excavation 
in a depression of the soil he struck a stone 
wall, which he soon found had been a 
vault. Supposing that he had found the 
long sought for well, which, according to 
tradition, had been filled with gold and 
costly gems and burled for sale keeping, 
Mr. Myer imparted the facts to the city 
health officer, Dr. E W. Germer, and the 
words were hardly uttered before the doc­ 
tor, rubbing bls hands with glee, jumped 
up and shouted, 44 Why, man, it is Wayne’s 
grave you have found I” And so it proved. 
On the 19th of the same monthheavy cross 
timbers of chestnut wood were exhumed 
lying a few feet south of the vault. In 
these the foot of the flag staff rested, for 
there wa* the mortice ami decay- J tcnnou. 
Upon making further investigations in the 
vault, a great 
number 
of 
plec'S 
of 
the 
coffin 
were 
obtained 
to­ 
gether with 
four large kniy's, some 
military buttons, etc. 
There wcs also a 
large quantity of bin ik, mucky material 
which it was adjudged were the flesh and 
muscles which had been removed from the 
bones. These were regarded as proofs 
po Hive, but to. make e sarances doubly 
sure, the puces of the coffin were placed 
together when the bras* nails in the wood 
revealed the following intelligence: 
“ A. W, 
O. Ii. 
15 Dec. 1796.”’ 
From that time the grave has been dec­ 
orated by the discoveries and through the 
persistent effor* of Dr. Germer and others 
an appropriation I1&3 been ob' ined for the 
erection of a monument, the comer stone 
of which wa* formally laid by G. A. R. 
on the 30ih of July.

GENERAL WAYNE’S TWO GRAVES 


KILLED. 


M ilw a u k e e , August 12—A 5-year-old 
son of Frank Agcntin was run over by a 
street car near the corner of Reed street 


II in D e a th an d B u r ia l a t E r ie —T h o 
S e c o n d D iscovery* o f H is G r a v e — 
H lis h t R e sp e c t fo r th o B o n e s o f th e 
O ld H ero , 
It is a matter of history that General An* 
bony Wayne, the hero of atony Point, 
ic >nderoga, Germantown, Valley Forge 
and many other well fought fields in tne 
revolutionary war, died at Urie on the 15th 
December, 1796. After Wayne had 
of 
conquered the Indians and termed a per­ 
manent treaty, his army was disbanded 
aud the various companies sent where they 
were needed most to keep the redskins 
quiet, la Juue, 1795, one of these compa­ 
nies under command of Captain Russell 
Bissell was sent to Erie, and in July fol­ 
lowing timber was cut on Garrison Hill 
from which a fort and stockade were built. 
Captain Bissell had three block bouses 
erected, the attic* of which were fitted up 
as residence for families connected with 
the garrison. Alter the army was disband­ 
ed, the commander prepared at once to 
retire to private life and again settle down 
ou his farm lo Waynesboro, Chester coun­ 
ty, Pa. 
With this determination, then, he 
took the sloop Detroit, at Detroit, aud set 
sail for Presque Isle. 
While on the way 
he was seized with gout, and atter a tedious 
voyage lauded at Erie, in a let hie and dy­ 
ing condition. At his request he was 
removed to the attic of tho northwestern 
block house, built under his orders by 
Captain Bissell. and continued to grow 
worse UQtil he died on the loth day of 
December, 1796. 
Wayne was at that time 
acting as commander-in chief of the 
armies of the United States, holding a com­ 
mission lroui President Washington, aud 
with his latest breath the old hero request­ 
ed that his remains be buried at the foot 
of the flagstaff. The wish was carried 
o u t to the letter, and the grave was mark­ 
ed with a plain stone bearing two simple 
letters, *4A. W.” 
The late Captain Daniel Dobbins for 
some time occupied a building erected in 
the center of the grounds, built for the 
commanding officer, and was living there 
as late as 1809, when Wayne’s body was 
exhumed. After the post had been discon­ 
tinued the grounds were rented to a farm­ 
er, and as tho stone at the head of the 
General’* grave bad fallen down, it was 


Robinson Oiasoe’s Island. 
From a highly interesting private let­ 
ter, we gather some particulars in regard 
to the island ol Juan Fernandez, the scene 
of De Foe's famous romance. The letter 
in question was written by the captain’s 
wife on bond an American whaler, which 
called at the island for a supply of wood 
and fresh provisions. The writer says: 
“Finding, to our delight, a very clear 
and beautitul morning, we were ready for 
the boat to take U9 to shore by eight 
o’clock. 
We lound a nice landing place, 
with a few houses close by the shore. The 
gentleman who leases the Island from the 
Chilian government, Mr. AU. de Rode (an 
enterprising Swiss), met us on the mole 
and very cordially invited os to his house, 
and gave us some fresh milk and bread, as 
tne morning air had sharpened our appe­ 
tites. Ile then said he would go with U9 
to see the cave where Alexander Selkirk 
(the original Robinson Crusoe) lived so 
long. 
When we arrived there a beautiful 
lunch was set before us, composed of vari­ 
ous viands, wines, fruits, etc., while there 
was nice cool water near by, making it 
altogether lovely. After an hour or so 
spent in examining the far-famed locality, 
we took our leaye, well pleased with our 
visit. 
“Mr. De Role has re-leased the entire 
island for a period of eight years, and is 
stocking it with cattle, etc., with which to 
supply the passing vessels or to ship to the 
mainland. Fine feed abounds, and there 
is an ample supply of fresh water. 
Wild 
goals are abundant, and many are con­ 
sumed by the natives for food, the skins 
beiug handed oyer to the proprietor. 
There are also a great number of fish in 
the surrounding waters. The highest part 
of the island is about three thousand leet. 
The climate is tropical, and life in such a 
place, although of necessity very isolated, 
must still possess ail the romantic charm 
which forever interests the far-off summer 
isles of the Pacific ocean.”

Marvels of a Minnesota Sw&mu. 


Breckenridge (Minn.) Free Presa. 
J. W. Blanding, one of the commission­ 
ers appointed by the Governor to appraise 
the salt lands in our country, has given an 
interesting account of a natural curiosity 
visited by the commissioners during their 
trip. ' In the course ot their search for and 
examination of the above lands in the 
northeastern part of the county they came 
upon a large tract of quaking bog land. 
Running in a northwest’and southeast di­ 
rection was a line of mounds from six to 
three hundred feet in diameter at the bise 
and from fifteen to forty feet high, of a 
conical form, the slope being about forty­ 
five degrees. These mounds were a shak­ 
ing bog to their summit, where was found 
a circular opening six to eight feet in di­ 
ameter filled with clear, cold water, and of 
unknown depth, a pole eight feet loog 
being their only means of testing the latter. 
Most singular of all, a few feet irom these 
wells, upon Bigging from sixteen to twen­ 
ty-four inches, a solid body of ice was 
found.
